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TRANSPORTATION COMMISSION MEETING — APRIL 2018

Orange City, IA. The Transportation Commission met on April 10, 2018, in Orange City. The following
topics were covered.

Commission Tour. The Commission discussed its tour the previous day of select northwest lowa cities
and highways.

Administrative Rules. The Department discussed and the Commission approved a draft Notice of
Intended Action (NOIA) to amend 761 IAC ch. 161, “Federal-Aid Highway Bridge Program,” and 716
IAC ch. 162, “Surface Transportation Block Grant Program.” The proposed updates will add language
allowing the Transportation Commission to swap primary road funds with certain federal funds allocated
to cities and counties for highway and bridge construction projects per 2017 lowa Acts, ch. 13 (Funding
for Secondary Road and Municipal Street Systems).

Revitalize lowa’s Sound Economy (RISE). The RISE Program is funded by motor fuel and special fuel
excise taxes, per lowa Code chapter 315. Three RISE applications were discussed and approved by the
Commission, as detailed on the following map:
